New Delhi, the 24th October 1958 

S.O. 2221.—Whereas It is considered necessary lhat the protection granted to 
cultivating tenants by the Karaikal Cultivating Tenants Protection Order, 1958 
should continue to bo made available to them; 

Now, therefore, by virtue of the Agreement dated the twentyflrst day of October, 
1954 entered into between the Government of India and the Government of France 
giving jurisdiction to the Central Government in and In relation to the French 
Establishments in India; 

And in exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the Foreign Jurisdiction 
Act, 1947 (47 of 1947), and all other powers enabling in that behalf, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following Order, namely;^ 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Karaikal Cultivating Tenants* Protection 

(No. 2) Order, 1958. 

(11) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the first day of October, 
1958. 

2. No cultivating tenant In possession of cultivable land In the settlement of 

Karaikal shall be liable to be evicted from his holding by his landlord 
or his lessor for a period of three months from the 1st of October, 
1958: 

Provided, however, that If a tenant 

(i) uses or attempts to use the land leased for any purpose other than 
agriculture, or 

(ii) deliberately neglects to take steps in time to cultivate the land for 
the current season, 

he will be liable to be evicted, 
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
